THE crunch has taken another 
bite out of one of Canterbury’s most 
ambitious redevelopment projects. 

Amid on-going concerns over the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound schemes in place for both the 
Marlowe Theatre and the Beaney Institute, 
Kent Cricket Club has now confirmed work on 
the St Lawrence Ground has been postponed. 

And club chiefs say it may not be until 2010 
that work finally gets under way on changing 
the face of one of cricket’s most famous and 
historic venues. 

In a further blow, the club has hinted jobs 
may have to be cut from backroom staff as 
they look to balance their books. 

Kent had hoped to start the £10 million 
scheme in January of this year, but their care¬ 
fully considered plans kept facing challenges 
thrown up by the increasing economic crisis; 
particularly in the construction industry. 

Now, as they prepare to unveil financial fig¬ 
ures which are likely to reveal some of the 
heaviest losses in the club’s history, they have 
admitted the ground on Old Dover Road is 
unlikely to undergo changes just yet. 

The redevelopment programme would have 
seen the ground radically altered, with a new 
hotel, stands and improved facilities turning 
the site into a year-round revenue-generator. 

But much relied on selling the land current¬ 
ly used as a car park opposite the Bat and 
Ball pub on the Old Dover Road to help 
finance the deal. 

Yet despite striking a deal the crunch has 
left the developers struggling, forcing them to 
pull out. 

Club chairman George Kennedy confirmed 
talks have begun with other contractors and 
hoped work would begin in the spring, but

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Free parking 
not on list of 
VAT 'returns'

TAXPAYERS will see VAT 
savings passed on by 
Canterbury council, but 
how and when is yet to be 
decided. 

Many organisations - particularly 
shops looking to capitalise on the 
pre-Christmas rush - are already 
trumpeting savings based on the 
Government’s 2.5 per cent reduction 
in VAT. 

Canterbury council has said it will 
follow suit with finance bosses con¬ 
sidering which services will see 
reductions. 

One area which will not see 
charges lowered is car parking, 
despite pressure from retailers. 

Last week the Federation of Small 
Businesses called on local authori¬ 
ties to allow free parking in city 
centres over the festive season to 
provide added stimulus for shoppers. 

Advantage 

Andrew Aves, FSB regional organ¬ 
iser for Kent and Medway, said stores 
would benefit as more customers 
would be prepared to come and shop 
in areas with lower parking costs or 
free parking. 

He said: “Access to quality parking 
provision is a significant factor in 
store performance. 

“Local authorities need to realise 
that parking is an essential service 
not a short-term revenue grab. 

“The failure of some local authori¬ 
ties to pass on the VAT cut will blight 
many small businesses’ at one of 
the most important times of the year 
- Christmas.” 

But Canterbury council said the 
savings would be passed on. 

A spokesman said: “We are not 
planning to change the charges in 
our car parks. 

“Instead, the council will be looking 
at the financial advantage it will 
gain from the reduction in VAT and 
will then identify ways in which it

can return that to customers 
through either special promotions or 
the adjustment of one or two prices.” 

Other organisations have already 
declared they will be passing on 
reductions. 

The Gulbenkian’s cinema and 
theatre will reduce their ticket prices 
in January in an attempt to increase 
ticket sales. 

The Gulbenkian’s director Dee 
Ashworth said: “I applaud the 
Chancellor in cutting the cost of 
living for us all and it’s only fair that 
the saving should be passed on to our 
audiences. 

“We are committed contractually 
to hold current prices until January. 

“But for 2009 most ticket prices for 
the Gulbenkian cinema and theatre 
will be reduced. 

“Even tickets for the popular 
GulbCineClub will be cheaper offer¬ 
ing an unbeatable combination of the 
finest films at the keenest price.”

admitted the delay could be much 
longer. 

He told Yourcanterbury: “It’s far 
from certain. I would much rather 
pull out of the whole thing and wait 
until the market improves, unless we 
can get the right price for our assets. 
We are not going to sell the family sil¬ 
ver cheaply. 

“The only worrying thing is we are 
anxious to improve the facilities. We 
need to do something. 

“In 2010, the English Premier 
League starts and the money coming 
in should be quite substantial from 
the ECB. If nothing happened until 
then we would use the money for 
redevelopment.” 

The news is the latest in a series of 
delays which has hit the ambitious 
plans. They include a 130-bed hotel, 
conference facilities and facelift for 
the pavilion. A development of 73 
houses on the Bat and Ball site and 
net area is the part of the scheme 
which has run into difficulties. 

The county, who described the 
redevelopment as essential to the 
long-term future of the cricket club, 
have already spent close to £lm on 
planning permission and legal fees for 
the plans, but will see none of the ben¬ 
efits until the work is finished. 

Despite reaching two one-day finals 
last season, Kennedy is predicting dis¬ 
appointing figures when the accounts 
are released, with cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures needed across their operations. 

He said: “We lost 14 days of cricket 
at home due to the weather, which is 
15 per cent of the season. We have no 
income on those days, but still have to 
pay the stewards, catering and the 
players. It was one of the worst sum¬ 
mers we have had in many years.” 

The problems at the club come 
against a backdrop of uncertainty 
across the district for major plans as 
property prices slump and sales of 
assets to fund new projects fail to 
realise the sums required. 

City council chiefs have committed 
themselves to both the Marlowe re¬ 
build and the Beaney revamp - but 
confirmed they will not hesitate to 
put both on the backbumer if the 
sums don’t add up.

New law aims 
to crackdown 
on immigrants

CANTERBURY lecturers have 
claimed new government plans to 
make them “spy” on overseas stu¬ 
dents “could create a climate of fear 
in our classrooms”. 

Under new plans unveiled by the 
Government last month, lecturers will be asked 
to monitor overseas students on their courses, 
to make sure they are attending classes. 

The move comes as part of a crackdown 
on visas issued to foreign students, amid 
government fears that some are using higher 
education as an excuse to enter the country. 

The new rules - which will include finger¬ 
printing and biometric identity cards - are 
expected to come into force from next year. 

Dennis Hayes is the branch secretary of the 
University and College Union at Canterbury 
Christ Church University and the founder of 
leading national campaign group Academics for 
Academic Freedom. 


He argues the new regulations will damage 
trust between students and teachers, and says 
tighter laws are not needed. 

Mr Hayes said: “These new rules could create 
a climate of fear in our classrooms and labora¬ 
tories if we allow them. There is more chance of 
a Martian than a member of A1 Qaeda turning 
up to study in Canterbury. 

Classified 

“Giving academics a policing role is an attack 
on our academic freedom and independence. 

“Canterbury Christ Church University and the 
University of Kent - staff and students - have 
always been supportive of overseas students.” 

The University and College Union has 
previously blasted suggestions university staff 
should identify students who might pose a 


security threat. But from autumn 2009, univer¬ 
sities will have to inform the UK Border 
Agency if an overseas student has dropped out. 

The Government says some immigrants 
enter the country on student visas yet have no 
intention of studying. 

This can be done through fake institutions or 
by students signing up for genuine courses and 
then dropping out. 

Many universities are keen to attract over¬ 
seas students - classified as those from outside 
the European Union - as they pay higher fees 
than their British counterparts. 

This now represents an important source of 
income and some universities are concerned 
the tough new laws could put off potential 
students and endanger university funding.

Local causes have 
some festive cheer 

LOTTERY cash has brought early 
Christmas presents to three worthwhile 
local causes. 

The latest round of Awards for All 
grants saw the Crab and Winkle Line 
Trust receive £4,700. The cash will go 
towards 30,000 leaflets publicising the 
route between the city and Whitstable. 

Equine centre The Paddocks, Riding 
for All, in New House Lane, received 
£4,991. It works with 300 people with 
disadvantaged backgrounds every year. 

Meanwhile, Bekesbourne with 
Patrixboume parish council was given 
£587 to get its 1,000 parishioners using 
the twin villages’ many footpaths once 
more. The council will create a hand- 
drawn map and print a copy for every 
household in the area. The map will also 
be available to tourists who trek along 
the famous North Downs Way. 

Awards for All is the small grants 
scheme administered by the Big Lottery 
Fund on behalf of Lottery good cause 
funders, Arts Council England, Big 
Lottery Fund, Heritage Lottery Fund 
and Sport England. 

The scheme makes awards of between 
£300 and £10,000.

HR unity to 
save council 
thousands 

CANTERBURY could be sharing 
back office services such as human 
resources and payroll with four 
other councils under ambitious 
joint working plans. 

The money-saving move could 
cut the cost of personnel services 
for Canterbury, Dover, Folkestone 
and TTianet councils by a combined 
total of £400,000. 

The plans were discussed by the 
Joint Arrangements Committee, a 
partnership between the four coun¬ 
cils and Kent Council Council, 
designed to share services such as 
waste, benefits and planning. 

Alex King, deputy leader and 
cabinet member for corporate sup¬ 
port and external affairs at KCC, 
said: ‘You will see more and more 
of this in the future as councils 
share certain services in order to 
get the best value for money and 
keep council tax down, which is 
only right.” 

KCC will oversee the combined 
human resources department, 
which would see reduced costs in 
areas such as IT, recruitment 
advertising, and training, through 
economies of scale. According to a 
report on the plans, reduced 
staffing levels will however lead to 
“inevitable” redundancies. 


Nation sheds a tear 
as creator of TV 
legend Bagpuss dies 


THE man who created some of 
British TV’s best-loved children’s 
characters from an old chicken shed 
in Blean was being mourned this 
week. 

Oliver Postgate, 83, died in 
Broadstairs on Monday. Along with 
Blean-based illustrator Peter 
Firmin, he was responsible for creat¬ 
ing and writing the likes of Bagpuss, 
The Clangers, Ivor the Engine and 
Noggin the Nog. 

A recent BBC poll declared 
Bagpuss the most popular kids’ cre¬ 
ation ever. 

The two created the films as part 
of their company Smallfilms, filming 
much of their most popular shows on 
a farm in Blean - and, as Mr Firmin, 
revealed, shunning the chance to 
make films on the silver screen. 

Mr Firmin told Yourcanterbury: 
“He refused to go into the big time. 
One of his agents offered to back him 
to develop and employ a lot of people 
to make really big films but he 
turned it down. He preferred being a 


cottage industry, that small is beau¬ 
tiful. We preferred to be small and 
happy than have the worry of big 
business.” 

The duo’s BBC series - in particu¬ 
larly the tales of the saggy old cloth 
cat Bagpuss - have captivated gen¬ 
erations of children. Originally aired 
in 1974, the 13 episodes have been 
extensively repeated. 

The University of Kent at 
Canterbury awarded Postgate an 
honorary degree in 1987 and A 
Canterbury Chronicle, a triptych by 
Postgate commissioned in 1990, 
hangs in the Great Hall of Eliot 
College on the university's 
Canterbury campus. 

The original Bagpuss, meanwhile, 
is on display at the Museum of 
Canterbury along with a display 
from The Clangers.

Bomb disposal are called 
in for beach detonation 

A CONTROLLED explosion was carried 
out on a wartime bomb found washed up on 
the coast of Reculver on Friday. 

A local man out walking spotted the 
device on the beach near Heme Bay. He 
called police who in turn called in the bomb 
disposal experts. 

The Thames Estuary is no stranger to 
war relics. Off the coast lies the remains of 
the SS Richard Montgomery, a boat which 
sank in 1944 with an estimated 3,000 
tonnes of explosives on board. 


WORK has begun on an ambitious 
£7.3million business centre 
designed to help boost the local 
economy over the challenging year 
ahead. 

Based at the University of Kent campus, the 
Canterbury Innovation Centre is due to be 
completed next year and is set to attract jobs 
and money to the city, despite the downturn in 
the economy. 

Crucially, it is hoped it will keep the bright¬ 
est young talents within the district. 

Funded by the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), Minister for the 
South East, Jonathan Shaw MP, set the diggers 
rolling at the groundbreaking ceremony last 
week. 

The Innovation Centre will provide almost 
25,000 sq ft of offices, studios and workshops,

and is part of the university’s strategy to halt 
the ‘brain drain’ highlighted by a council report 
earlier this year which said the district lacked 
highly skilled job opportunities, relying instead 
on less well paid sectors such as tourism. 

This is prompting many graduates to leave 
the district to find work elsewhere. 

Pilot scheme 

One of the aims of the centre is to make the 
district more attractive for graduates to stay 
and work in and the emphasis will be on 
attracting businesses aligned to the universi¬ 
ty’s strengths, such as security applications, 
medical devices technology, biotechnology, ICT 
and life sciences. 

Seeda is keen to stress the centre will put 
Canterbury on the map for technology as well 


as tourism. If work goes to plan, it will be 
open for business next October. 

Lee Amor, executive director of development 
at Seeda, said: “It will provide an ideal envi¬ 
ronment for businesses to establish them¬ 
selves and grow, making the most of the 
knowledge and skills that the local universi¬ 
ties are generating. 

“The Canterbury Innovation Centre is a real 
opportunity to develop the links between the 
east Kent economy and the university.” 

The University of Kent tested demand for 
the Innovation Centre by setting up a smaller 
pilot scheme at the campus in 2005, called the 
Canterbury Enterprise Hub, which currently 
has a long waiting list. 

Tenants include award-winning companies 
such as Oil Drum Ltd, recent winners of the 
Kent Innovation Challenge 2008. They will be 
among the first companies to be offered space 
in the new centre.

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£3,400 for 'hunger strike' medal 


A MEDAL awarded to a woman 
for a hunger strike in her fight to 
help secure women’s rights has 
sold for almost double the asking 
price at a Canterbury auction. 

The silver Suffragette hunger 
strike’ (pictured) medal sold for 
£3,400 at the Canterbury Auction 
Galleries last week. It had been 
expected to sell for around £2,000. 

The medal, pictured, had been 
presented in 1912 to Anna 
Hutchinson ‘by the Women’s Social 
Political Union in recognition of a

gallant action whereby through 
endurance to the last extremity of 
hunger and hardship, a great 
principle of political justice was 
vindicated”. 

It was sold to an online collector 
from Essex. 

A spokesman for the auction 
house said: “The medal was 
awarded by the WSPU to those 
militant suffragettes imprisoned 


for various acts of violence and 
who went on hunger strike whilst 
in prison. 

“At first, they were forcibly fed 
under the most barbaric conditions, 
as a result of which several died. 

“The Government subsequently 
introduced the so-called Cat and 
Mouse Act whereby hunger strik¬ 
ers at the point of death were 
released, but then re-arrested 
and returned to prison when they 
had recovered sufficiently from 
their ordeal.”

Panto marks 
the end of an 
era in style 


IS this the best Marlowe panto 
yet? Oh yes it is! 

It’s traditionally the most eagerly antici¬ 
pated run of the year, and Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs, which is now in its the 
second week, does not disappoint as it serves 
up perhaps the perfect family production. 

In fact, if ever there was a fitting finale for 
the final panto in the current Marlowe then 
this is surely it. 

For this is a far more focused and flowing 
affair than previous efforts. The jokes seem 
sharper and the cast all excellent; each role 
clearly defined and interaction with others 
well worked. 

And the storyline rockets along without 
any of the all-too-frequent bizarre tangents it 
has, in the past, gone off on. 

Alluring 

Stephen Mulhem - back from his starring 
role in Aladdin last year - is proving some¬ 
thing of a panto expert. As Muddles, he has a 
warm and easy rapport with the audience 
which is, as any panto-goer knows, such a 
crucial ingredient. 

It is his sparring with Ben Roddy as the evil 
Queen’s Henchman which is perhaps the 
highlight. The David Walliams-esque 
Henchman has some quality lines and Roddy, 
who has played the role elsewhere in the 
past, is one the audience quickly warms to.

the boxes as Snow White, while Richard 
Hurst injects sufficient humour into Prince 
Charming to ensure you root for him to win 
Snow White’s heart, despite Muddles’ secret 
adoration for her. 

By the time you’ve thrown in Dave Lee - 
who is back to top form, looking healthier, 
and complete with that bench in tow - the 
whole production is truly spell-binding and 
fantastic fun from start to finish. 

But, of course, the stars of the show are the 
seven dwarfs. You could discuss the political¬ 
ly correct aspects of panto until the cows 
come home, but there is no getting away from 
the fact their scenes so often stole the show. 

By the time you’ve thrown in some well 
choreographed dance sections, a surprise 
appearance by another EastEnder, and a 
strangely alluring evil Queen Ivana (you can 
guess the jokes with that name), and this 
really is quite brilliant. 

Next year the panto will be staged in a big 
top in Kingsmead coach park... and Peter 
Pan will be the star turn. But don’t wait until 
then. You owe it to yourself and your family 
to go to Snow White.

I Tell us about your career: 


A I worked around the country for Boots and 
was head of professional and scientific sup¬ 
port at the Royal Pharmaceutical Society 
(RPS) in London for 12 years. I was the media 
and Government spokesman on pharmacy 
matters and PR spokesman representing 
pharmacies across the UK. 

I wanted to be a doctor but after my A levels 
decided I would study to be a pharmacist. It 
really is an interesting career and I wanted to 
stay in the health field. I was also very inter¬ 
ested in pharmacy politics. My job at the RPS 
was fabulous. I used every opportunity to pro¬ 
mote the profession and spent my time meet¬ 
ing people around the world explaining the 
best use of medicines. The greatest thing about 
it was every day was different and I met so 
many people. 

Q You also featured on GMTV alongside Dr Hilary Jones. 
How did you find that? 

I used to do that about once a month to talk 
about medicine. Some of it would be filmed 
in a pharmacy and it would be relayed back to 
the studio. When I used to go on GMTV the 
studio would send a driver to where I live at 
about 4am to beat the London traffic. Then 
you sit in the green room and wait to go on. I 
remember one time when I was supposed to be 
on, a big story broke so they said they would 
postpone what I was doing until a couple of 
days later. They said my taxi would be can¬ 
celled but they forgot. The next day there was 


a banging on my door at around 4am and a 
taxi driver told me I had to be taken to the stu¬ 
dios and I’d have to get ready in the car. I told 
him it had been cancelled but he insisted it 
hadn’t. We were standing there arguing, my 
family had woken up and I was shouting that 
it had been cancelled. Finally, he called the 
studio and realised they didn’t need me.

Next year I am 
going to Barbados and Ghana to work with 
people there.

Health trusts facing 

equality challenge 



DIVERSITY: A greater mix of ethnicities is being called 
for within health care, particularly at management levels

NHS trusts in Kent are set to be 
questioned if their workforce is not 
diverse and representative of the 
area they serve. 

More than 100 clinicians and senior man¬ 
agers attended a conference this week organ¬ 
ised by NHS South East Coast, the strategic 
health authority (SHA) that covers Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex, on improving equality, 
diversity and human rights. 

It comes after a recent review found black 
and ethnic minority health-workers in the 
region were facing widespread disadvantages 
including a disproportionate number involved 
in bullying and harassment, grievance and 
disciplinary procedures. 

Sue Webb, the SHA’s director of clinical and 
workforce development, said: “If we can devel¬ 
op a workforce that is diverse and respects 
human rights it will have a direct and positive 
impact on our ability to deliver care.” 

The Race Equality Service Review was 
carried out by the SHA’s Black and Minority 
Ethnic (BME) Network. 

It found significant under-representation of 
BME senior leaders and a disproportionate 
amount of people from BME backgrounds 


working just below middle management. 

Ms Webb said the report, published in 
August, was helpful and had encouraged the 
SHA to accelerate its investigation into equal¬ 
ity and diversity issues across the region. 

The SHA has developed a scheme, which is 
being adopted by other authorities across the 
country, to find out how many BME staff are 
being employed and which pay-band they are 
in throughout its 27 organisations. 

Ms Webb said: “The network did its best at 
collecting data around ethnicity, which is a chal¬ 
lenge for the whole of the public sector. We have 
this tool which provides a window into organ¬ 
isations and will allow us to challenge them.” 

At a meeting with chief executives, she said 
there would be a focus on leadership and “why 


we have not got more BME colleagues at board 
level”. The review found that Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust and East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Trust have all- 
white British boards. 

She said leadership was also an issue that 
she wanted to discuss with Surinder Sharma, 
the Department of Health’s director of equali¬ 
ty and diversity, as well as proposals to set tar¬ 
gets for employing BME staff at board level. 

Ms Webb said she was working with human 
resources to investigate the review’s findings 
that a disproportionate amount of BME staff 
were involved in grievances, bullying and 
harassment cases. At NHS West Kent, for 
example, BME employees made up 43 per cent 
of bullying and harassment procedures, but 


only accounted for seven per cent of the pri¬ 
mary care trust’s workforce. 

A number of schemes to improve the divers¬ 
ity of NHS organisations under the SHA while 
at the same time reducing health inequalities 
was also under way, Ms Webb said. 

The PCT, NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent 
and East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Trust are taking part in an initiative called the 
Pacesetters Programme to make working 
environments fair and free of discrimination. 

Ms Webb said: “It is about improving health 
inequalities across the six strands of diversity 
- disability, sexual orientation, gender, reli¬ 
gion and beliefs, age and race. 

“It is important we are developing our work¬ 
force, but the impact will be on the patient.” 


Plea for job advertising to target more ethnic diversity 


JOB adverts should be targeted 
at specific groups to attract more 
people of black and ethnic minori¬ 
ty origins to take up new posts, 
according to a Kent paramedic. 

Winston Dwyer, who works as 
clinical education manager at 
South East Coast Ambulance 
(SECAmb) service, is co-chair of 
Aspire, a group which promotes 


equality and diversity throughout 
the trust and is open to all staff. 

He said: “The percentage of 
BME staff within SECAmb is 
very low in comparison with the 
population we serve. Part of Asp- 
ire’s aim is to address that.” 

Mr Dwyer added that it was im¬ 
portant ambulance staff represent¬ 
ed the community they served. 


“For example, we serve areas 
with large Asian communities, 
but members in the service are 
minimal,” he said. 

“We have done what we have 
always done as far as recruitment 
is concerned, and changing that 
strategy is needed. 

“Advertising in specific papers 
like the Voice or an Asian paper 


where specific people read it so we 
target specific areas and get the 
maximum exposure - these are 
the types of strategies we [Aspire] 
have been looking at.” 

Mr Dwyer said he had not been 
the victim of racism during his 
time in the ambulance service 
and had been able to progress 
well up the career ladder.

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'Councils Bank' 
could bypass 
global turmoil 


Playtime is here with 
family's fantastic gift

CHRISTMAS has come early for a 
Kent children’s ward, with £7,000 
worth of toys donated by the family 
of a 10-year-old boy with cancer. 

Jason and Vicki Fuller’s son, Lewis, was 
diagnosed with a rare form of bone cancer, 
called Ewing’s sarcoma, in April. 

The couple, from Biddenden, noticed that 
Lewis and his fellow young patients did not 
have much in the way of entertainment during 
stays at the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford. 

“My wife and I just felt the kids have to lie in 
bed for weeks and have no personal entertain¬ 
ment, so we bought them DVD-players, tele¬ 
visions and PlayStations. Friends and family 
all chipped in. Everyone wants to help because 
it’s for children,” Mr Fuller said. 

The Fullers raised almost £20,000 through 
two charity parties and a sponsored walk. 

Money has been split between Padua Ward, 
the children’s ward at the William Harvey; 
University College London Hospital, where 
Lewis has been having chemotherapy; and the 
Bone Cancer Research charity. Sue Gibbons, 
ward manager at Padua, said the youngsters 
were thrilled with all the toys, especially so 
close to Christmas 

“It’s unbelievable,” she said. “The family has 


worked so hard to get us all this equipment for 
the children.” 

Children going for operations will now be 
able to drive themselves to the theatre in a 
motorised toy car. Mr Fuller said he hoped 
Lewis would be able to spend Christmas Day 
at home with the family. 

“He is so happy all the time,” he said, paying 
tribute to his brave son. “He is a magician and 
has joined the Magic Circle. 

‘When he had his collar bone removed he 
spent two days in intensive care and was 
doing magic for all the other kids. I think that 
speaks for itself.” 

Only about three children a year are diag-

nosed with the same form of bone cancer as 
Lewis has. 

Mr Fuller said: “All the staff have been bril¬ 
liant. The care has been second to none and 
their nurses are so kind and gentle with the 
kids. They just need individual entertainment 
such as televisions and DVDs to keep them 
occupied.” 

The Fullers said they would be doing more 
fund-raising in the New Year and hoped to 
donate more toys and gifts to children who 
were forced to stay in hospital to make them 
feel more at home.

COUNCILS could team up to form a 
national town hall bank to protect tax¬ 
payers’ money from crashes in financial 
markets. 

Peter Gilroy, the chief executive of Kent 
County Council, is backing the idea in the 
wake of losing £50 million invested in 
Icelandic banks during the credit crunch. 

He said the idea of local authorities run¬ 
ning a bank made sense as it would protect 
council reserves. The move would see some 
of the cash available to councils across the 
UK invested in their own newly-created 
financial institution. Research into the plan 
is still at an early stage, but financial ana¬ 
lysts say it is a practical proposition. 

Mr Gilroy said: “Finding a way forward 
means looking at the big picture and seeing 
how local councils can work together. 

“What is clear is that the public interest 
principles of running a bank would be great 
for business and would sit well alongside 
other work KCC and other councils are 
doing to support local economies. With that 
in mind, we will be working with the New 
Local Government Network and other 
councils on the idea of a Councils Bank. 

“This could be a win-win situation. With 
local authorities as shareholders you can 
use dividends for investing in services or 
returning money to the taxpayer.” 

Chris Leslie, director of the New Local 
Government Network, said: “If only a quar¬ 
ter of the £15-£20bn of local government 
reserves was invested in a Councils Bank, 
then millions in available capital could be 
released, regardless of how sticky private 
lending between banks might be.”

Make rail fares an 
issue for our MPs 

As a rail commuter, I am suggesting 
a response to the well-above 
inflation rail fare increases about to 
hit commuters. I suggest all rail 
commuters write one letter a month 
complaining about rail fares to their 
MR The intention is to make rail 
fares a major issue for Kent’s MPs. 

Rail fare increases of over ten per 
cent in some cases, and over seven 
per cent for everyone, are even 
worse than those we were 
threatened with two years ago. Over 
the last ten years, bus and rail fares 
have risen by about 37 per cent in 
real terms. This compares with the 
cost of car use remaining roughly 
the same. If the Government is 
serious about reducing traffic 
congestion and air pollution and 
dealing with climate change, it has 
to ensure adequate investment in 
railways. 

This includes keeping fares down 
to encourage use of railways rather 
than cars. I suggest that if every rail 
commuter writes a letter a month to 
their MP, we can make excessive 
rail fares into a major issue, forcing 
the Government to respond with 
increased investments. 

We all know the Government is 
making unwise investments in 
banks, ID cards no one wants and 
overseas defence commitments. 
There is plenty of money available 
for investment, including the full 
electrification of our railways so we 
reduce fossil fuel energy use in this 
sector. It is a matter of political will, 
not a lack of resources.

YOUR TV REVIEW 

O LOUIS THEROUX'S WEIRD 
WEEKENDS Dave, 11pm, Sunday

IF you have only just discov¬ 
ered Louis Theroux, on the 
strength perhaps of his most 
recent programmes, his back 
catalogue showing on Dave 
is well worth checking out. 

These show off his wide-eyed and 
inoffensive interview style, which 
prove to be a winning combination. 

Whether he’s spending time with 
the stranger stars in the celebrity 
firmament or seeking out the extraor¬ 
dinary, it’s never a waste of time. 

His recent Law and Disorder double 
bill delivered a snapshot of life in 
bleak, drug-ravaged neighbourhoods, 
where getting beaten up, hassled 
by police, arrested or shot is a real, 
everyday possibility. 

It was powerful stuff. 

Programme one took us to 
Philadelphia, or ‘Killah-delphia’ as one 
comer boy put it in no uncertain terms. 

For all his initial composure the 
bespectacled Theroux seemed general¬ 
ly shocked by much of what he saw in 
the Pennsylvania city, meeting junkies 
and dmg lords alike.

Louis has been the BBC’s ‘boy’ for 
many years and wisely he has been 
left alone to do his own thing. 

While the recent BBC Two efforts 
have tended to stick to the more seri¬ 
ous issues, namely gambling, prison 
and crime, it was with his Weird 
Weekends series that made his name.

PEOPLE always expect 
Ben Stiller to be funny. 

It’s not surprising, given he’s 
made a career out of a string of 
hilarious characters; from the 
over-the-top vanity of male model 
Derek in Zoolander to his recent 
turn as an actor desperate to be 
taken seriously in Tropic 
Thunder. 

As one of the most successful 
and esteemed comic actors in 
Hollywood, he isn’t always able to 
hide his star power - even in the 
most unusual situations. 

“I’ve had somebody ask for an 
autograph at a funeral,” he 
admits, wryly. “That might not be 
appropriate. I gave it to them. I 
don’t want to lose a fan. It was a 
family person who was closer to 
the deceased than I was, so I did¬ 
n’t want to rain on their parade 
even more. 

“There is some expectation, I 
guess, to always be funny, but it’s 
more how you take it in yourself, 
like whether you care about that 
or not,” he adds. 

“You go on a talk show and peo¬ 
ple want to laugh. They want to 
see the funny guy be funny. But in 
life, I don’t feel any sort of pres¬ 
sure to have to do that. When 
you’re living your life you want to 
relax a little bit. Enjoy the funeral 
- you know what I mean?” 

Ben has plenty of reasons to 
enjoy life as he approaches his 
43rd birthday. 

Tropic Thunder, which he co¬ 
wrote and directed, did brisk busi¬ 
ness at the US box office, knock¬ 
ing the phenomenally successful 
Batman film The Dark Knight off 
the top spot. 

And his latest movie, 
Madagascar: Escape 2 Africa, the 
sequel to the 2005 hit animated 
film, in which he voices Alex the 


lion, also made number one in the 
American movie charts. 

“It wasn’t hard to decide to do 
the sequel because the first one 
was so much fun,” Ben says. 

“So with the second one, once 
you’ve done it and you under¬ 
stand what the process is, it actu¬ 
ally makes it a bit more fun 
because you understand that 


there’s actually going to be a 
movie at the end of it. The first 
time we always wondered if they 
were making a movie because it 
went on for so long and we didn’t 
see anything.” 

Animated films of this calibre 
take years to make, and can be a 
tricky task for actors. 

The stars usually have to voice

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their parts alone in a studio vocal 
booth, which was the case for 
Ben’s co-stars David Schwimmer 
(Melman), Jada Pinkett Smith 
(Gloria) and Will.i.am (Moto 
Moto). 

Ben was lucky enough to be 
paired up with Chris Rock 
(Marty) for many of his scenes. 

“It’s a strange process because 
you’re alone in the room a lot of 
the time,” he admits. 

“Sometimes there’s another 
actor there. If it’s not Chris, 
there’s somebody else there to 
read the lines with you. And that’s 
really helpful. 

“It’s always funny to see the guy 
they get to read Chris’s lines. 
They’re nothing like him. And I 
find humour in that. It makes me 
laugh which is good for the ener¬ 
gy-” 

But whether Ben continues to 
just star in comedies or turn, like 
Robin Williams or Jim Carrey, to 
more dramatic roles, people will 
always expect him to provide the 
laughs. 

“It’s important to do whatever 
interests you and I’ve always been 
interested in different kinds of 
things.”

TELL anyone you’re going to 
Colorado on holiday and chances 
are they’ll ask if you’re going 
skiing. 

True, the American state, situated almost 
slap-bang in the centre of the USA in Rocky 
Mountain country, has some of the best snow 
in the world, making it a hotspot for skiers and 
snowboarders the world over. 

But that doesn’t mean a holiday in Colorado 
has to begin and end with pistes, ploughs and 
powder. There’s a lot, lot more to the place 
than that. 

Denver, which is celebrating the 150th 
anniversary of its founding this year, is 
Colorado’s state capital, and also one of the 
most isolated cities in North America. Indeed, 
you have to travel about 500 miles in any 
direction to find another metropolis. As a 
result, Mile High City has an incredible air of 
independence, demonstrated by the huge 
number of privately-owned businesses and 
shops on every street. 

Yes, there are the typical chain stores and 
malls you expect to find in any American city, 
but there are countless book, record and 
clothes stores, and great restaurants, which all 
give a unique flavour of the place, not to men¬ 
tion the relaxed, liberal-minded people. 

Before getting into the ins and outs of 
Denver, however, a word of caution. Because of 
the city’s altitude - it’s not called Mile High 
City for nothing - the air tends to be very thin, 
which can lead to mild headaches and nausea. 

Thankfully, it’s easy to solve. Just drink plen¬ 
ty of water to stay hydrated, and take it easy 
when you arrive to acclimatise properly. 

Strangely, for a landlocked city hundreds of 
miles from the coast, the seafood on offer in 
Denver is great, but most eateries in the city 
have bison burger or steak on the menu. 


Hotel-wise, Denver has a lot to offer too, from 
budget apartments, right up to our luxurious 
boutique Teatro. The modern hotel is so wel¬ 
coming you might not want to leave. But when 
you do tear yourself away, it’s easy to get 
around on foot as the Teatro’s situated in the 
heart of Denver, on 14th Street. 

If you don’t want to walk, the hotel has a 
great car service that’ll drop you off and collect 
you from anywhere in the city for free. 

About an hour north of Denver lies the sec¬ 
ond-largest city in the state, Colorado Springs. 

While it’s easy enough to take a day trip here 
from Denver, to fully appreciate Colorado 
Springs it’s well worth finding a hotel in the 
city. There are many to choose from, but for a 
bit of scenic luxury, splash out and stay at the 


Cheyenne Mountain Resort, which has amaz¬ 
ing chalet-like rooms, all of which have bal¬ 
conies facing out onto the most stunning views 
of the Cheyenne mountain. 

On the way down from Colorado Springs, 
there are a number of places worth a stop, 
including Manitou, a small town full of arts 
and crafts stores, and if you find yourself any¬ 
where near Golden, west of Denver, pay a visit 
to the grave of William Cody, aka Buffalo Bill. 

The famous showman is buried on a spot 
overlooking the Great Plains and the museum 
there gives a fascinating insight into one of 
showbusiness’s first great entrepreneurs, and 
a man who loved Colorado deeply. After sam¬ 
pling the state, you’ll understand exactly how 
he felt.

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Blue savings give the 
seven-seat sector a lift 

VOLKSWAGEN’S BlueMotion range of 
vehicles has expanded with the addition 
of the Touran and Sharan people carri¬ 
ers, which become two of the cleanest 
and most efficient seven-seater vehicles 
on the market. 

A revised gearbox with lengthened 
ratios in third, fourth and fifth gears is 
linked to a highly efficient 1.9-litre, 
four-cylinder 105 PS engine fitted with a 
new variable turbocharger to further 
increase efficiency in the Touran (from 
£16,725) and a 2.0-litre 140 PS TDI in 
the Sharan (from £21,290). 

The result is a combined fuel economy 
figure of 52.3mpg for the Touran 
BlueMotion and 47.1mpg for the Sharan

Mini is a design classic 

THE Mini has cemented its position as a 
style icon with a place in London's 
Design Museum.

New Lancer more suited to 
UK than 'land of the Lada' 


RUSSIANS loved the previous 
Mitsubishi Lancer. 

The promise of rugged reliability was always 
likely to endear it to former Lada owners, but 
even a bargain price and much spec failed to 
convince many UK buyers. 

Cue this year’s all-new Lancer. Prices plus 
specifications are still aggressive, but there is 
far more to please the fussier British market 
and a narrower gap between mainstream 
models and the manically turbocharged, 
all-wheel drive, raw meat eating £28k Evo 
road-going rally version. 

A 237bhp Ralliart performance flagship for 
the ‘standard range’ is also on the way, likely 
to cost around £20,000. 

For now you can max out on GS4 versions, 
with uprated sports chassis, Evo-style 18-inch 
alloys, body kit and big boot spoiler - the model 
tested here in £18,499 2.0-litre diesel form. 

First impressions are good; the new Lancer’s 
frowning ‘beetle brow’ front end sets the tone 
for a more angular and muscular style than its 
predecessor - more Evo than zero. 

It is also slightly bigger inside and out than 
Ford Focus-class rivals, which makes the

saloon version more attractive to many would- 
be buyers, though the five-door hatch or 
‘Sportback’ should nab 60 per cent of sales and 
an estate is also expected. 

The interior is impressive, showing influence 
from the bigger Outlander SUV, with a neat 
and functional dash and softer touch materi¬ 
als even if door trimming shows signs of old- 
style ‘Mitsi’. 

In GS4 form it walks the talk too, with good 
grip and balance and decent feedback through 
the wheel, though the heavier diesel engine 
can make it yaw a little under pressure. 

The 138bhp Volkswagen-supplied unit also 
packs the kind of punch that the Lancer’s lines 
suggest - making it the fastest of the standard 
range until the Ralliart arrives. 

However, Mitsubishi needs to do more on the 
NVH (noise, vibration and harshness) front, so 
check out the 1.8 petrol version if you prefer 
more refinement at the cost of a bit more fuel. 

The diesel version does settle nicely at 
cruising speeds though and makes this new 
Lancer a good budget performance model for 
our cash-strapped times.

Paperwork pitfalls 
in booming market

RENTED property is a booming market these 
days for obvious reasons - but a warning has 
gone out to landlords that they shouldn’t jump 
in too quick before the paperwork is sorted 
out. 

Annabel Pullan, a solicitor at law firm Gullands, based at 
Maidstone but covering the whole of the county, said land¬ 
lords keen not to lose out should be wary of allowing tenants 
to go in before everything is legal. 

Landlords may come under a lot of pressure from prospec¬ 
tive tenants to go into premises before all the papers have 
been processed. But there’s a risk that tenants will be in 
there on uncertain terms and disputes could flare up which 
would be expensive in time and money to resolve. 

Ms Pullan said: “Problems that can arise in such a situation 
apply equally where a landlord enters into protracted negoti¬ 
ations for a lease and continues to allow the occupier to 
remain in occupation and pay rent without completing the 
lease. 

“Also, they may arise where a landlord allows an occupier 
to remain in occupation where the lease has not been formal¬ 
ly assigned to that person.” 

She said potential problems were illustrated by a recent 
case - technically (if you want to look it up), Manton 
Securities Limited v Nazam [2008] EWCA Civ 805 - where 
the landlord did not take action following an unlawful, infor¬ 
mal assignment of a lease. 

The landlord allowed the occupier to remain in occupation 
paying rent, tolerated late payment of rent and even contin¬ 
ued with protracted negotiations for a new lease. 

“In such a situation there are a number of options available 
to a landlord, but in this case a court order was made oblig¬ 
ing the landlord to grant a lease for a term of 21 years to a 
tenant with a poor record of paying rent on time and with 
whom the landlord has fallen out. 

“The landlord had also paid substantial sums in costs and 
legal fees. This situation could have been avoided by the land¬ 
lord taking firm action at the outset and others placed in this 
situation should take note.” 

Meantime, thousands of landlords and letting agents have 
signed up on a new comprehensive website for them, and ten¬ 
ants and prospective renters might also find it useful to check 
out.

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England call-up a perfect end to year for Khan

KENT paceman Amjad Khan could make his 
Test debut in the first game of the series with 
India in Chennai tomorrow. 

Khan, who was drafted in to replace 
Nottinghamshire seamer Ryan Sidebottom, 
was promoted from the Performance Squad 
that was training with Kevin Pietersen’s side 
in Abu Dhabi ahead of the two Test series 
with India. 

The call-up for 28-year-old Khan caps off an 
excellent year for the Danish-born fast bowler, 
who returned from a career-threatening 
injury to take his place in the Kent side last 
summer. 

The quick bowler spent 16 months on the 
sidelines, including the whole of the 2007 sea¬ 
son, after suffering cruciate ligament damage 
while on tom’ with England A. 

Khan was called up to the England side 




as back-up for the final two One-Day 
Internationals before the series was aban¬ 
doned in the wake of the terror attacks in 
Mumbai. 

Now Khan stands a realistic chance of 
making the starting XI for tomorrow’s first 
Test in Chennai and admits it’s something he 
has been working towards since getting back 
from injury. 

“It’s a dream come true,” he said, “although 
I never actually thought of playing for 
England growing up.” 

“I first believed I could play for England 
probably in 2002 when I took 60 wickets in a 
season and I was only 21. People talked about 


what it took to play international cricket and 
I felt that I had most of the attributes.” 

England’s form in India has been nothing to 
write home about after their bowlers took a 
pasting in the one-day series, but Khan 
believes he can bring something different to 
the England attack. 

He said: “It is not just about pace for me, it 
is swing as well. We have been messing 
around with reversing balls here and that is 
probably what I can do differently. 

“If I can get some of that in India it would be 
ideal and could set me apart from some of the 
other bowlers. 

“At the moment India are probably the best 
side in the world and it is a tough place to tour. 

“It is an opportunity because if I can 
play well in those conditions, I can play well 
anywhere.”

KENT chiefs have vowed the play¬ 
ing squad will not be hit by the cost¬ 
cutting measures needed at the club. 

Amid a message of doom and gloom ahead of 
financial figures which are expected to reveal 
heavy losses, club chairman George Kennedy 
said the players will not be affected. 

However, the credit crunch has already 
claimed a victim for the time being at least - 
the club’s £10 million redevelopment of the 
St Lawrence Ground in Old Dover Road. 

As reported on page one, the scheme, original¬ 
ly due to start in January, will now not get 


under way until next spring at the earliest - 
and possibly not until 2010. 

It caps a rollercoaster of a year for the club, 
who reached two one-day cup finals - only to 
lose both the Twenty20 Cup and Friends 
Provident Trophy - and after challenging for 
the Championship title in the penultimate 
week of the season, eventually ended up being 
relegated for the first time in their history. 

To make matters worse, the wet weather 
blew a hole in the summer’s schedules and hit 
the club’s bank balance hard. 

Speaking to Yourcanterbury, Mr Kennedy 
hinted there may be cutbacks at the club’s 
headquarters but their players will be safe. 

He explained: “The cuts won’t be too severe. 
We will keep the playing side out of it. We are 
committed to the players’ contracts. We think 
we were desperately unlucky last season. 

‘We lost 14 days of cricket at home due to 


the weather, which is 15 per cent of the sea¬ 
son. We have no income on those days but still 
have to pay the stewards, catering and the 
players. It was one of the worst summers we 
have had in many years. 

“Two teams lost more games than we did 
but because of the points system we went 
down.” 

The search for international talent has not 
stopped, however, with the club vowing to 
ensure the decision they make will not cause 
them a headache as seen in previous years. 

Mr Kennedy added: “There’s so many inter¬ 
nationals next year, finding the right player 
is difficult. 

We had Andrew Hall a couple of years ago 
and he was away two or three times in the sea¬ 
son with South Africa, which was really frus¬ 
trating. We haven’t committed ourselves but 
we haven’t stopped looking.”

STRIKE duo Dave Cory and Ian 
Pulman combined on Saturday to 
make sure Whitstable Town’s 
stay in the Ryman South’s rele¬ 
gation zone was mercifully brief.
